~ even worth the money that we pay for current nor 
the price of batteries for a transistor radio.At such 
a time as the present we should be able to hear 
what is being done to solve the current and worse- 
ning unemployment problem.We would like to k- 
now if any alternatives are being studied to remedy 
the imminent economic decline.|s anything being 
done to harness the rise in crime and juvenile delin- 
quency?Those are issues that should be the preocu- 
pation of a sane government;But neither the govern 
ment nor the opposition seem to have the answer 
for these questions.In fact the opposition seems to 
be following the same course as the government. 
The name of the game seems to be as they say in 
Spanish ‘“‘Quitate Tu Para Ponerme Yo”.And we 
cannot help thinking that,as the trend is today,un- 
der the present system no government will be bet-

our time to attend an Island Council meeting and 
when the meeting is ended,we are none the wiser. 
And that is not only on Island Council level,for a 
Central Government meeting is no better.In fact 
there is a constant cold war going on between the 
Central Government and the governments of all the 
islands. There is no cooperation at all.It seems that 
the only things our legislators are interested in are 
personal and partisan welfare.Unless a drastic chan 
ge be made in this sad state of affairs, it is doubtful 
if there will ever be a solution to our present pro- 
blems.
